REACH NEW YORK.

Postoffice and General Store Entered 
and Robbed of $400 and a 
Supply of Stamps. 


NO CLEW TO GUILTY PARTIES 


Seymour Police are Asked to Watch 
for Wen the Citizens Have Un­ 
der Suspicion. 


The p ostoffiee and S tearns’ gener­ 
al 
store at Brewersville, Jennings 
county , were robbed W ednesday night 
of about $400 in money and a few 
stam p s. 
The p ostoffice is located in 
the Stearns store and Josep h S tearns 
is p ostm aster. 
The thieves, who it is believed, are 
members of the gang th at have been 
working in this vicinity for several 
weeks, secured tools from a Big Four 
section house and then broke into the 
p ost office. 
The safe, which was one of the o r ­ 
dinary iron office safes, was blown 
op en by a charge of nitrogly cerine 
and the booty secured. 
The safe 
w as blown into p ieces by the heavy 
charge and p ortions of it went entire­ 
ly through the roof of the store. 
In the safe were checks, stam p s 
and money amounting to about $400. 
Tuesday was p ay day 
011 the Big Four 
and Mr. Stearns had taken in several 
railroad 
checks. 
These 
were 
en­ 
dorsed to him and could be cashed by 
the burglars. 
Two susp icious looking 
ch a ra c te rs were seen in Brewersville 
during the day Tuesday and in the 
afternoon they wont into I)r. A dam s’ 
store 
and 
p urchased 
some 
soap . 
Soap is used by all safe blowers 
where nitrogly cerine is used, and the 
inhabitants believe that this is strong 
evidence that these are the guilty 
p arties. 
The two men have not been 
seen 
near Brewersville 
since 
that 
time. 
Joe Stearns, the p rop rietor, w;is in 
Indianap olis and was not informed of 
the robbery until some time T h urs­ 
day . 
In the meantime his brother, 
Isaac, took up the m atter and tele­ 
p honed to all surrounding towns to 
not cash the checks. 
lie has the 
numbers of all of them and they may 
y et 
lead 
to 
the 
cap ture 
of 
the 
“y eggs.” 
The Sey m our p olice have been noti­ 
fied of the robbery , and were asked to 
watch for susp icious ch aracters who 
answ er the descrip tion of the men 
seen before the robbery occurred. 
The night before the Brewersville 
robbery y eggmen entered the p oultry 
house of Govert A Vogel at N orth 
Vernon a few miles from Brew ers­ 
ville. 
The safe was blown op en by 
the robbers, but as the m anager keep s 
no money in tin* safe the burglars se­ 
cured nothing of value.

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According to the p lans of the coun­ 
ty commissioners, sealed p rop osals 
for the remodeling, imp roving and 
erecting additions to the court house 
at Brownstown, will be received at 
the auditor’s office until 8 o’clock S a t­ 
urday morning. 
The p lans and sp eci­ 
fications are 
011 file a t the auditor’s 
office, where they have been examined 
by a number of comp eting bidders. 
The notice to contractors p rovides 
that each bil shall he accom p anied bv 
i non-collusion affidavit as p rovided 
>y law, and a bond equal to such bid. 
The bond must be signed by at least 
two freehold sureties, residents o f this 
county . 
The contract will p robably 
be aw arded in the morning. 
The sp ecifications p rovide for sev­ 
eral im p ortant changes in the p resent 
court house, and when the contract is 
comp leted the building will be a r ­ 
ranged much differently from the way 
it is at the p resent time. 
Two large 
additions will be erected, one on the 
east and one on the west side of the 
p resent building. 
The imp rovement 
will give more office room for the 
county officials, who declare that their 
quarters are too small at this time. 
The clerk’s office and recorder’s o f­ 
fices will be enlarged, occup y ing the 
section which will be erected on the ' 
south of the building. 
The treasurer j 
and auditor will have larger rooms on 
j 
the north side of the building. 
The officials declare th at they have 
no p lace at this time to file records, I 
and that many valuable p ap ers are ; 
now being stored in the basement and 
attic and that they are becoming d am ­ 
aged. 
The contract for the imp rove­ 
ment p rovides that large steel safety 
boxes shall he constructed in the < 111- 
ditor’s office, where such records may 
be stored and p reserved in better con­ 
dition. 
Steel cases will be also con­ 
structed for the t reasurer's records. 
The court room will he remodeled 
and the rooms for the officers o f the 
court rearranged. 
The p rivate o f­ 
fice of the circuit judge will be in the 
south wing <»t the new addition, and 
adjoining this room will he the library . 
There will be an entrance from the 
judge’s room to the library , besides 
one from the corridor west of the li­ 
brary . 
The jury room will also be 
011 
the second floor, as will the office for 
the county sup erintendent. 
The interior of the building will be 
much more attractive than the old 
building. 
Sup i>orting the ceiling in 
the corridor on the first floor will In 
large marble columns, such as art 
found in m any of the p ublic buildings 
of the state. 
The interior decoration 
will also be attractive and add to the 
beauty of the new building. 
The new additions which are to be 
erected on the north and south sides 
of the building will be of p ressed brick 
and the old building will be re sur­ 
faced with the same kind of brick, 
giving the building the ap earauce of 
being entirely rebuilt. 
The front of 
the building will lie constructed of 
stone, which will give the building a 
very attractive ap p earance. The tow­ 
er 011 the p resent structure will be 


moved to the front of the new' build- j 
ing. 
which 
the 
architect 
believes j 
would add to the ap p earance. 
The county commissioners have not | 
y et decided up on the heating p lant, j 
which will be installed. 
It has not j 
y et been determined whether a single ; 
p lant will be installed or whether a 
central sy stem w’ill be constructed, by 
which the court house, p oor farm and 
county jail may be heated from the 
one p lant. 
A sy stem was installed in 
tlie court house only a few y ears ago, 
but was never satisfactory . 
Besides 
using a large amount o f fuel, the 
building was never w'ell heated. 
It is 
said th at a central sy stem can be in­ 
stalled which would be economy for 
tlie county , as a less am ount of coal 
would be required to heat the three 
buildings than would be used if each 
p lant was run sep arately . 
The cen­ 
tral sy stem, however, w'ill cost con- 
siderabe more than the heating equip ­ 
ment for the court house alone. 
The 
commissioners will p robably decide 
up on the heating p lant within the next 
few weeks, so th at if a sy stem is 
p laced in the court bouse it can be 
installed w’hile the imp rovement is be­ 
ing made. 
The architect stated that the build­ 
ing should be. comp leted by J a nua ry 1. 
As soon as the contract is aw'arded 
the successful contractor w'ill begin 
work on the building immediately , so 
that there will be no delay . 
No bids for the p rop osed imp rove­ 
ment bad been filed at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon, but there are a num ber of 
contractors at Brownstown, who, it 
is said, intend to submit p rop osals on if 
the work. 
The bids will p robably not 
be filed until just before the aud itor’s 
office closes this evening, or, if an op ­ 
p ortunity is given in the morning, the 
contractors m ay not file their esti­ 
m ates until a short time before the 
closing hour.

ap p ers just above the center o f the 
blade and is as clearly defined as if it 
had 
been 
made 
w'ith a die. 
The 
strange marking it seems, is not found 
in certain fields of localities but may 
be seen 011 any blade any where in cen­ 
tral Indiana. 
F arm ers from all over 
the county have rep orted that they 
have noticed the m y sterious letter up ­ 
on the oats blade, but are unable to 
state w hat it means. 
It is suggested th at it stands for 
Beveridge, and his p op ularity is evi­ 
denced by the fact th at the letter is 
stam p ed on the oats throughout the 
date. 
Others declare th at the letter 
is a final memorial of the brilliant de­ 
feats of William Jennings Bry an. 
The farm ers scout at the idea that 
the letter indicates “ had,” as some 
have contended, for the oats a re in 
fine condition, and it is exp ected that 
there will be one of the best crop s ever 
raised in Indiana. 
A Muneie saloon keep er, who was 
voted out of business at the local op ­ 
tion election, and who exp ects the 
“ wTe ts ” to win next time, say s the “ B” 
simp ly means “ Booze in the Bottle, on 
the B ar or in the B arrel,” but the 
“d ry s” ridicule this theory by a s s e rt­ 
ing th at “ dry ” Muneie now has a 
p lentiful sup p ly of “booze" as show’ll 
by the num erous a rre sts of blind tig­ 
er 
op erators 
and 
th at a p rop hetic 
sign would be unnecessary . 
One man who is regarded as a uth o r­ 
ity , said that there was nothing new 
about the ap p earance of the letter 
iqio 11 the oats fo r ever since he could 
that letter has been seen, 
esp ecially up on oats of rank growth, 
and is seldom seen in fields where the 
oats are short. 
He declared that the 
letter was caused by the m anner in 
which the blade is creased as it grows 
from the stalk. 
In this county the 
letter is seen up on the blades of some 
of the best oats ever raised in this 
vicinity . 
Another exp lanation of the letter is 
| that it ap p ears every seventeenth or 
lo c us t y ear. 
It is said that the last 
time it was seen was in 18 9 3. 
One 
¡man stated that just before the w ar 
a m y sterious “ W ” was noticed on the 
blades, and this was taken to mean 
I war. 
However, it is said that the 
! letter ap p eared in what is commonly 
Iknow’ll as a locust y ear. 
Form erly 
l o c us t y ears m eant much loss to the 


j farm ers, but more latterly the locusts 


j have not done much damage to the 
farm p roducts.

Mail Order House "Food" 


The Minnesota dairy and food com­ 
mission In a special bulletin says. 
The national pure food law which 
becomes operative January 1, 1907, 
will, If rigidly enforced, correct the 
abuses whch now exist In the transac­ 
tion of the mail order business. The 
state law does not operate against 
mail order houses, but the National 
law 
will 
operate 
against 
them, 
preventing the shipment of adulter­ 
ated or misbranded goods from one 
state into another.

department has instituted, we call 
attention to the following analyses of 
groceries shipped into this state with­ 
in the last thirty days by mail order 
houses.
